1. Refu sal to bu y British g o o ds, 
with intensificatio n o f pro du c­ 
tio n and pu rchase o f lo cal pro ­ 
du cts. 
2. Enco u rag em ent o f Jewish 
members o f mu nicipal co u ncils 
in all mix ed m u nicipalities to re­ 
fu se to participate in the g o v ern­ 
ments.

Chiefly one wonders that he sees no inconsistency 
in it. 
The President has boasted far and wide abou t 
ou r American standard of liv ing and alway s 
points with pride to his sponsorship of legislation 
shortening the hou rs of labor and regu lating 
wages. He now discov ers tha t Argentine m eat 
packers can u nderbid American packers. 
He writes to Secretary Hu ll: 
“Sy mpathetic 
as I am with the spirit of the Bu y American Act, 
these facts compel me to direct the Secretary of 
the Nav y to award the contract for canned corned 
beef to the Argentine Meat Produ cers Co-oper­ 
ativ e, the low bidder.” 
Has the President considered why the Argen­ 
tina packers can be the low bidders? 
In the United States ev ery thing connected with 
the produ ction, transportation, processing and 
m arketing of tha t corned beef is boosted in cost 
by gov ernment interference and regu lation. 
Gov ernm ent prescribes the hou rs of labor and 
regu lates wages. 
Gov ernm ent tax es increase the cost of ev ery ­ 
thing u sed in the indu stry from the ropes on the 
steers to the cans and cartons for the beef. 
And finally , the gov ernment takes its toll of 
gross profits withou t considering w hether that 
last dedu ction may not pu sh the tru e balance 
ov er into the red. 
In contrast, the Argentine packers hav e the 
adv antage of the co-operativ e sy stem, and in­ 
stead of hav ing constant gov ernment interfer­ 
ence, are gov ernment-su bsidized. It is not hard 
to gu ess why they are the low bidders. Bu t it is 
ridicu lou s u nder su ch conditions for the Presi­ 
dent to contend tha t in directing acceptance of 
ttie lower bid he is “doing the intent of the Bu y 
American Act no v iolence.” 


HOPKINS SAYS, “CHEER UP” 
Secretary of Commerce Harry Hopkins, retu rn­ 
ing from a boat trip down the Potomac with 
President Roosev elt assailed w hat he called the 
“defeatist” v iew of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce in W ashington recently . He said 
tha t he cou ldn’t u nderstand the pessimistic 
feeling of the bu sinessmen who gathered here. 
He added tha t “they certainly spread a lot of 
gloom arou nd this town. They certainly hav e a 


lot of pessimism and I, not belonging to tha t 
school of thou ght, fou nd the resolu tions du ll 
reading.” 
In ju stification of his own optimism, Mr. Hop­ 
kins pointed ou t the increase in the constru ction 
of priv ate homes this spring and declared tha t 
the dollar v olu me of retail trade was fiv e per 
cent higher in the first qu arter of 1939 than in 
the similar period of 1938 . 
Ev ery citizen will dev ou tly hope tha t Mr. Hop­ 
kins’ new fou nd optimism is bu ilt on a sou nd 
fou ndation. Bu t there may be reasons why the 
members of the U. S. Chamber of Commerce are 
so pessimistic. Perhaps they are of the opinion 
tha t any picku p in tempo now is du e to pu mp 
priming which was indu lged in last spring and 
tha t if the present m ethods of the ‘gov ernment 
are indu lged in, some more stim u lation at the 
ex pense of the tax pay ers may be necessary . 
Secretary Hopkins say s he doesn’t belong to 
the same school of thou ght as do these bu siness­ 
men. He is apparently of the opinion tha t the 
way to rev iv e bu siness is to apply tem porary 
stim u lants to qu icken the pu lse of the patient. 
Perhaps many of the bu sinessmen who assem­ 
bled here recently were taking a longer term v iew 
of the situ ation. Perhaps they recalled tha t we 
hav e had twenty billion dollars worth of pu mp 
priming du ring the past six y ears and there are 
as many men on relief as before, while the na­ 
tional debt is m ou nting to Himalay an heights. 
It is likely that they believ e the way really to 
remedy the situ ation is to redu ce ex penditu res 
and tax ation and to giv e bu siness a chance to 
work ou t its own salv ation. If they think this 
shou ld be done then no wonder they are pessi­ 
mistic. 
The other day may ors of large American cities 
headed by Mr. LaGu ardia of New York m et in 
W ashington, declared their mu nicipal 'resou rces 
were ex hau sted and the national gov ernment 
mu st continu e to keep a goodly portion of the 
city popu lation from starv ation throu gh the 
WPA. On the same day the senate boosted the 
hou se figu re on farm relief in the su m of $38 3,- 
000,000 to the staggering total of $1,218 ,000,000. 
These two incidents seem to indicate that things 
are not ex actly right either in the city or the 
cou ntry and tha t the New Deal recov ery policies 
hav e broken down. No wonder the Chamber of 
Commerce boy s were not optimistic. And it wou ld 
probably take more than a boat ride on the Po­ 
tomac to cheer them u p.

THE NORSEMEN

The six th cru sade was a pri­ 
v ate affair of Frederick II, Em­ 
peror of the Holy Roman Empire. 
The Pope did not like Frederick 
and 
was 
only 
persu aded 
to 
anoint 
him 
em peror 
by 
his 
promise to go on a cru sade—and 
also to tu rn his lands in Sicily 
ov er to the chu rch. 
As soon as 
he 
was 
crowned 
Frederick 
promptly forgot, or a t least neg­ 
lected, these promises. 
He did 
not go on any cru sade—and in­ 
stead of relinqu ishing his Sicil­ 
ian land he sent an arm y to 
Sicily and started to take ov er 
the rest of the island. The Pope 
then proceeded to ex commu ni­ 


cate 
Frederick—closing 
the 
chu rches and forbidding bu rials 
and m arriages and confessionals 
and absolu tion and last rites and 
baptism throu ghou t all of his 
empire. 
He sent a Papal army 
into the territory that Frederick 
held in Italy . He ev en proclaim­ 
ed a cru sade against Frederick 
and tried to stir u p the other 
kings to attack the Empire. 
When this happened Frederick 
remembered tha t he had a cru ­ 
sade of his own to attend to, so 
he sailed away across the Medi­ 
terranean with an arm y and 
held a friendly cou ncil with the 
Su ltan of Egy pt. As a resu lt of 
this cou ncil the Su ltan gav e 
Frederick part of Ju dea, together 
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with the Holy City itself. 
A 
crown went with this peacefu l 
captu re, and, 
since 
Frederick 
was still ex commu nicated and 
not perm itted to hav e any deal­ 
ings 
with 
God 
throu gh 
the 
chu rch, he went before the altar 
and pu t the crown on his head 
with his own hands. 
Hav ing done this he sailed 
back to Italy —chased the Pope’s 
troops 
back 
into 
Rome—and 
frightened the Pope into lifting 
the ban on his sou l. This was in 
123 0 A. D.—when y ou r G rand­ 
father No. 28 was liv ing. 
Fou r­ 
teen y ears later the Christians 
in Jeru salem engaged in an in­ 
trigu e against the Su ltan of 
Egy pt, at the behest of the Pope, 
and the Su ltan recaptu red with 
little trou ble. This was the last 
of Christian ru le in the Holy City 
u ntil it opened its gates to a 
British general in the World War 
in 19 18—nearly sev en hu ndred 
y ears later. 
Frederick II m erits more than 
brief mention, becau se he was 
the first great Christian m on­ 
arch who dared defy the power 
of the Pope—and becau se his de­ 
fiance set an ex ample for other 
and later ru lers. 
In his day the chu rch had its 
own law cou rts and its own law 
officers and its own du ngeons. It 
not only claimed sole ju risdiction 
ov er w hether a sou l was to go to 
I Heav en or to Hell, and w hat 


j mu st be done abou t it in the way 
of penance and pay ment, bu t it 
also claimed ju risdiction ov er all 
heresy 
and 
wills, 
m arriage, 
oaths, div orces, and the affairs 
of the widows and orphans. The 
chu rch refu sed to pay tax es— 
bu t it was av id to collect tax es. 
O rie-tenth of each m an’s income 
mu st go to the chu rch—and it 
m u st be paid in money . The re­ 
su lt of this was tha t most of the 
monev in the cou ntries of Eu rope 
fou nd its way to Rome, for 
money was scarce. 
Finally , while the chu rch ru led 
tha t its clergy did not hav e to 
obey the laws of kings, the su b­ 
jects of kings m u st obey the laws 
of the chu rch. 
Frederick n was no t afraid to 


flou t the Pope in the m atter of 
ev acu ating lands and going on 
u npleasant cru sades. 
Not only 
that, bu t he paid no attention to 
demands tha t he persecu te all 
heretics within his empire, or 
tha t he release the clergy from 
tax ation and from responsibility 
for observ ing the laws of the em­ 
pire. 
Sev eral times Frederick was 
ex commu nicated by one Pope or 
another — apparently withou t 
distu rbing Frederick to any great 
ex tent. And sev eral times Fred­ 
erick wrote letters to all of the 
princes of Eu rope, in which he 
ex pressed 
his 
opinions 
abou t 
Popes. He did not think well of 
Popes, 
in 
general, 
and 
he 
thou ght still less of their ev ident 
desires to ru le all of the people 
and get possession of all of the 
real estate in the world. He ev en 
su ggested tha t each prince wou ld 
do well to confiscate the chu rch 
property w ithin his borders—a 
most horrible and sacriligeou s 
thou ght which so appealed to 
the princes tha t they nev er for­ 
got it entirely . 
Frederick not only set a bad 
ex ample bu t he fou nded a u ni­ 
v ersity in Naples and enlarged 
the medical school of the ancient 
u niv ersity at Salerno—thereby 
prov iding places where enter­ 
prising stu dents cou ld gather 
and learn things that the chu rch 
did not wish them to learn. For 
that same chu rch which had 
preserv ed the light of learning 
throu gh the Dark Ages had now 
become the great opponent of 
all new learning and all new in­ 
v estigation and discov ery .
